(6)  Concept  of  Operation*  At  the  beginning  of  the  period,  the 
division  had  ono  brigade  operating  to  the  north  of  Caap  Radcllff 
targoted  against  the  GIA  LAI  Provlnclcl  unit,  and  ono  brigade  was 
operating  to  tho  south  In  the  DaX  PAIOU  Valley  agaLnst-tho  95^  Rogiaent.

b.  Intoll Igcnco 

(1)  General 

(a)  Enemy  activity  In  ElNH  DIHH  and  PLSIKU  Provlficos  during  May 
consisted  of  scattered  sapper  attacks,  attacks  by  fire,  and  attacks 
against  linos  of  ccmnunlcition.  These  of'enslve  actions  were  taken  to 
weaken  and  delay  allied  operations  being  conducted  In  cnony  base  areas 
located  in  G.iMBODIa,  Sapper  attacks  and  attacks  by  fire  wore  conducted 
against  division  support  elements  and  Highway  19  was  Interdicted  on  both 
sides  of  PL^IKU  la  an  effort  to  retard  tho  raovemont  of  men  and  supplies. 
In  Baso  />roa  702,  enemy  roslstanco  to  4th  Infantry  Division  operations 
ranged  from  non-oxistent  to  moderate.  According  to  documents  captured 
in  CAMiODiA,  the  enemy  had  warning  as  early  as  17  March  1970  of  tho 
probability  of  friendly  operations,  and  had  moved  ouch  of  his  stockpllo 
of  supplies  deeper  Into  C«^OODI«,  Contacts  were  fought  with  stay-bshlnd 
elements  and  with  enemy  units  guarding  supplies  that  had  not  been  with¬ 
drawn.  Several  largo  caches  and  medical  facilities  showed  that  even 
with  orlor  warning  the  enemy  iwd  not  been  able  to  remove  his  troops  and 
Buprlles  to  safety. 

(b)  Hiring  June,  enemy  activity  was  light  In  both  BlhH  DIRH  and 
PLSIXD  Provinces.  Division  elements  operated  in  Baso  Area  202  against 
tho  953  Regiment  and  north  of  AH  KHS  against  olomonts  of  tho  3d  ^^VA 
Division.  Enemy  forces  avoided  contact  with  division  units  and 
concentrated  on  rssupply  and  tho  disruption  of  pacification.  Thero  wore 
two  large  engagements  during  tho  month,  ono  in  each  of  tho  operational 
areas  which  resulted  in  over  5D  enemy  killed,  three  capturod  and  ono 
HDI  CitAHH,  Enemy  activity  decroasod  in  all  forms  after  Its  hlghpolnt 
of  the  previous  month. 

(c)  In  July,  activity  in  DINH  DINH  Province  remained  light  while 
increasing  In  PLiHlOJ  Province  to  a  moderate  level,  tkiomy  activity  in 
both  provinces  indicated  that  large  nunbora  of  roplaceraents  woro  being 
infiltrated  to  various  units  In  tho  dlvlsian  area  of  oporatlon.  North 
of  A4N  KHE,  three  infiltration  groups  were  identified,  whila  CIDG  units 
in  the  PLEI  ME  area  engaged  a  fourth.  Division  units  wore  targoted 
against  these  groups,  plus  tho  95^  RoglBont,  tho  2d  Ragiiaont,  and  oleaent 
of  the  Jli  NVA  Division,  In  BIKH  DIHH  Province  the  onemy '  generally 
continued  to  avoid  contact,  but  In  PLEIKU  a  Eodarato  increase  began 

the  latter  part  of  the  month  with  attacks  by  fire  against  several 
sajor  installations.  ' 

(2)  PLSIKU 

Activity  in  PLSIKU  Province  was  moderate  during  Kay  ss  4th 
Infantry  Division  and  allied  units  launched  operations  Inta  oneay 
sanctuaries  in  CaMBODlA.  Division  elements  experienced  ground  to  air 
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fire  an!  net  sporadic  contact  during  the  initial  landings  in  CaKBODI-a. 
I>jrlng  the  rcnalndcr  of  the  operation,  ununy  oloaonts  attosptud  to  avoid 
US  forces.  Several  large  nodical  facilities  verc  feund,  over  5OO  tons 
of  rice  was  captured,  and  on  12  Hay,  a  woapcr.s  cache  containing  over 
SCO  weapans  was  feund,  <>ftor  Uth  Division  units  withdraw  from  the 
CAMSODIAN’  phase  of  tho  operation,  AEV.'T  rangers  made  contact  with  a 
large  oneny  force  In  a  ruglnental  slzo  base  canp,  resulting  in  over  40 
NVA  soldlorr  being  killed  and  2C00  nortr^r  and  3OO  3-40  rockot  rounds 
being  capturel.  On  24  May,  tho  «fiVN  rangers  ong-god  a  large  onosy  force, 
resulting  In  3I  enony  Kla  and  one  prisoner.  To  the  south.  In  Base  area 
701,  ARVN  units  captured  throe  75n^3  pack  nowitzers,  eleven  75®® 
numerous  snail  ams,  A  Ptf  captured  in  this  b.->so  area  Identified  tho 
6th  Battalion,  24th  Heglraent  as  being  located  thoro  and  told  of  a  "K7" 
Battallv^r  ,  24th  Rejlnont  which  had  boon  formed  In  September  1969* 
Operations  conducted  by  tho  4th  Division  In  tho  lowor  ILall  TRAP  VaJloy 
after  withdrawing  from  CA1I30DIA  rcsultod  In  17  killed  In  a  numbAjr 
of  engogenonts. 

In  tho  vicinity  of  PLEIKU  City,  tho  K63lBt  Composite  Battalion 
attack'd  the  city  with  l22mn  rockets,  and  823n  mortars,  and  In  addition 
lntordi*;ed  Highway  I9  west  of  the  city  with  attacks  by  fire.  On  4 
Hay,  LZ  CASTS  received  32  rounds  of  nixed  75^^  kR  and  82ma  mortar  flro. 

To  the  'nst  of  the  city,  LE  TRURG  District  Headquarters  received 
i07nn  rockets  twice. 

Action  In  PLEIKU  Province  ronalned  light  during  June,  as  division 
elements  operated  In  Base  Area  202  against  tho  95®  Beglaont,  Tho  most 
slgnlflc-nt  Incident  occurred  when  D/l-14th  Inf  observed  70  enemy  soldiers 
crossing  an  open  field.  Artillery,  gunshlps,  and  tactical  air  were 
employed  in  support  of  tho  ground  unit  resulting  In  28  enemy  killed. 

To  tho  east  of  tho  base 'area,  a  cache  was  found  containing  a  5700  RR, 
a  60mn  mortar  and  ammunition  for  both  weapons,  octlvlty  along  Highway  19 
decreased  as  allied  troops  withdrew  from  CAMBODIA.  Ihu  largest  Incident 
occurred  west  of  PLEIKU  whore  the  2d  Battalion  (flach),  8th  Infantry 
was  probed  In  a  night  locsTlon  by  aui  unknown  size  enemy  force,  iSnploylng' 
organic  weapons,  tho  alert  2-8th  killed  two  NVA,  and  while  sweeping 
the  next  momlr^g  found  many  blood  trails  leading  away  from  the  area. 

Activity  Increased  during  July  as  enemy  forces  attacked  HF/PP 
forces  to  the  north  ^lnd  west  of  PLEIKU  City,  and  tho  95®  Regiment  and 
K631st  Composite  Battalion  wore  identified  southwest  of  PLSIKU.  In 
the  PLEI  MfiONG  area,  RF's  engaged  an  unknown  slzo  oneny  force,  i/hilo 
sweeping  after  the  ccntact,  four  VMC  and  four  122bb  rockets  were  captured. 
The  rockets  wore  Intended  for  tho  artillery  company  of  the  4C8th  Sapper 
Battalion,  To  tho  southwest  of  PLEIKU  in  tho  PUil  ME  area,  CUDG  forces 
engaged  small  enemy  forces  throughout  tho  month.  PW’s  and  captured 
documents  Identified  these  enemy  troops  as  tho  2201  Infiltration  Croup, 
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Other  ?y’a  and  documents  Idantlflod  the  Kl  Battalion,  95^  Roglswint  and 
the  }C631st  Battalion,  These  units  will  conduct  joint  oporatlons  la  that 
area  In  the  future.  On  I6  July,  Gasp  &iarl  received  23  rounds  of  alxed 
122rsa  rocket  and  82s^  ?sortar  fire  froa  tho  south  and  southwest.  At*  the 
sane  tlrao  a  vlllago  to  the  south  of  Gasp  fharl  received  75®^  ^  fire. 

The  next  night  the  CIDG  cansp  at  FLSI  MS  received  82ra!B  Eortar  fire. 

Along  Highway  19,  both  oast  and  west  of  PUSIKU  City,  enony  activity  was 
light  and  United  to  mining  Incidents  and  harassing  fire. 

(3)  BINH  DINH 

2hany  activity  In  BINH  DINH  Province  was  light  during  flay  as  4th 
Division  units  conducted  oporatlons  in  CAK30DIA.  dJnomy  actions  consisted 
of  harassing  actions  against  lines  of  cosaunlcatlon  and  against  the  4tn 
Infantry  Division  base  caap  at  Caop  Radcllff.  Hiring  this  period  Camp 
Radcliff  received  two  attacks  by  flro  and  two  sapper  attacks.  On  11 
Hay,  tho  caap  received  13  rounds  of  82nn  sortar  fire  and  on  I6  Hay 
received  eight  additional  rounds.  The  two  sapper  attacks  were  targeted 
against  the  704th  Maintenance  Battalion  and  resulted  In  danags  to  vehicles 
and  buildings.  Upon  return  froa  CAKBODlA,  elassents  of  tho  2d  Brigade 
deployed  north  of  AM  KHS  to  operate  against  tho  C^407th  Sapper  Bat¬ 
talion.  The  only  enessy  initiated  Incldont  during  the  operation  was  an 
attack  by  fire  against  LZ  KIOJA  eonsltlng  of  tan  rounds  of  60nn  aortar 
flro. 

Activity  decreased  in  BINH  DINH  during  June  as  units  froa. the  2d 
Brigade  ongagod  an  Infiltration  group  and  killed  29  sneay,  capti^ed 
throe  and  one  CHaNH,  The  FW*a  idantlflod  their  unit  as  tho  2d 
Training  Regiment,  and  docuaentg  captured. at  tho  site  of  the  contact 
Identified  the  laflltratlan  group  as  tho  D11.T2  Croup,  Pood  cachos 
found  during  tho  sonth  totaled  45, 7*^3  pounds  of  rice,  A  clothing  storage 
area  also  was  found  containing  5OC  pounds. of  clothes  including  several 
ROK  and  US  unlforns,  Cn  3®  June,  elesents  of  tho  l-14th  Infantry 
discovered  a  large  NVA  base  casap  that  waa  tjelleved  to  have  been  a  3d 
NVA  Division  Hgadquartors  due  to  the  ooeplaxlty  and  variety  of  the 
structures  found.  It  was  ostiiaated  to  have  boon  used  within  tho  previous 
two  days,  by  300-400  peoplo,  BViossy  activity  against  US  flro  support 
bases  consisted  of  h.ars.sslng  and  small  arms  flro  and  one  60iaa  mortar 
attack  apilnst  LZ  TSERACS.  Along  Highway  19,  Interdiction  attonpts 
were  light  axcopt  for  a  contact  on  20  Jana  In  tho  ROK  area  of  operation 
that  resulted  in  several  US  vehicles  being  daisaged  or  destroyed,

Hiring  July,  e-nosay  units  in  BINH  DINH  Provinco  gonar^ly  continued 
to  avoid  contact  with  tho  4th  Infantry  Division,  and  placed  tho^ 
aapfvaala  on  tho  food  procuroBont,-  resupply,  and  disruption  of  pacillcatloa. 
The  lai^st  action  of  thy  month  occorr^  oa  23“24  July  when  aviation 
eleisants  spotted  an  unknown  sizo  enssy  force.  Artillery,  gunshlpo, 
tactical  sir,  and  «nsuvar  elsss^its  of  the  4th  Infantry  Division  wei^ 
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OBployed  which  resulted  In  L3  enaay  klllod.  Iho  enoay  carrlod  docuaonta 
that  Idontlflod  then  as  noiit>-'r3  of  the  1126  Infiltration  Group.  On 
6  July  a  Prf  was  captured  as  ho  was  leading  replocesonts  to  the  50th  LF 
Battalion,  Decuaants  captured  at  the  sano  tine  as  the  rV  Idontlflod 
hla  replacenonts  as  being  fron  the  D1122  Infiltration  Croup,  the  sane 
group  that  was  engaged  by  the  l-22d  Infantry  in  June.  Other  docuBonts 
captured  during  the  nonth  told  of  a  230  nan  group  that  would  cross 
"n  highway"  on  10  July  on  their  way  to  I'iiU  liovlnce.  Later  In  tha 
nonth,  two  deserters  fron  an  infiltration  group  wera  captured  and  they 
identified  their  group  as  the  250th  Infantry  Battalion,  This  svldance 
indicates  that  the  or.eny  nay  be  naklng  a  najor  effort  to  build  up  his 
units  prior  to  Septeabor,  possibly  for  a  new  offensive.

(a)  The  bth  Infantry  Division  was  disposed  as  shown  on  Map  1, 
Inclosure  4,  at  the  beginning  of  this  reporting  period. 

As  the  period  began,  both  brigades  wore  disposed  and  involved  In 
two  major  operations.  The  1st  Brigade  was  opwrating  In  the  D.JC  raYOU 
(VC)  Valley  area  while  tho  2d  Brigade  was  working  to  the  north  of 
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AN  KllS  targeted  against  the  GIA  LAI  Provincial  unit.  On  2  Hay  both 
brigades  rocclved  wsmlng  orders  to  cease  operation^'  and  prepare  to 
radisposQ  their  forces  in  preparation  for  3  siajor  operation  in  CaKBODIa, 

Iba  redlsposltion  of  forces  began  with  the  3-556th  «irbom0  Battalion 
of  the  Ist  Brlg-'de,  vblch  was  operating  In  the  D/.K  PaYO'J  Valley  area, 
airlifting  fron  U  /1ATTIS  to  Carap  Radcllff.  The  1-12  Inf  (-),  1-22  Inf, 
and  2-35  ^nf  of  the  2d  Brigade  also  began  their  moves  Into  Camp  Radcllff. 
On  4  lloy,  the  3-I2th  Inf,  operating  In  the  DaK  iAYCJ  Valley  area,  with 
1st  Brigade  eloraonts  reverted  to  Jivislen  control,  and  returned  to  Camp 
Radcllff  to  begin  base  camp  security  op-eratlons.  In  addition,  the  1st 
Brigade  tactical  command  post  airlifted  to  N^SJ  FLCI  DJEHiNG,  while  the 
remaining  cl aments  of  Its  connand  post  group  and  the  ^-^06  Airborne  Bat¬ 
talion  convoyed  overland  t  0  Comp  Holloway  near  ILLIKU.  Tho  l-14th  Inf 
moved  overland  &nd  closed  on  LZ  ISRiSDITH,  and  then  prepared  to  continue 
to  novo  overland  the  next  day  to  NilW  ILuil  DJcIRiTiC,  where  it  would  begin 
Its  cenbat  assault.  The  3-3th  Inf  ronalnod  at  Camp  Radcllff  and 
continued  preparations  for  tho  operation. 

The  redlsposltion  of  forces  continued  through  6  Hay  with  2d  Brigade 
elements  occupying  L2  HGibiDITH,  LZ  JACKSON  HOLE,  and  L2  OASIS,  The 
3-8th  Inf  of  tho  1st  Brigade  convoyed  overland  on  5  Hay  from  Camp  Rad¬ 
cllff  and  closed  LZ  RSREDITH  preparing  to  conbat  assault  on  6  May. 

All  aircraft  on  5  Hay,  D-Rvy,  were  dedicated  to  the  single  lift  of 
one  battalion  at  a  time.  This  involved  the  use  of  some  sixty  lift  ships 
to  first  novo  the  3“50^th  nlrbome  Battalion  to  Its  objective  area,  Ibe 
first  aircraft  into  tho  LZ  received  heavy  ground  to  air  fire.  Because 
no  suitable  alternate  LZ  was  available,  tho  mission  had  to  be  aborted 
due  to  time  and  distance  factors. 

In  spite  of  airstrip  congestion  at  i'fE’J  TLEI  DJSHENG,  control  factors, 
dust,  and  an  inadequate  number  of  refuel/reara  points,  three  major 
attempts  were  made  on  5  Hay  to  Insert  the  3”506th,  LZ's  finally  used 
ware  located  at  YA  413537  and  YA  4155+5*  Ry  the  end  of  D-Day  (5  Hay), 
only  one  battalion  with  supporting  elements  was  operational  In  C«M30I5IA. 
Because  there  had  been  little  time  to  pre-position  all  elements  forward 
for  multiple  assaults,  tho  short  timo  span  did  not  make  any  allowances 
for  imperfections  In  the  execution  phase. 

On  6  Hay  the  1st  Brigade  continued  to  insert  its  forces  into 
CAMBODIA,  &ony  fire  severely  hampered  tho  insertion  of  the  3“®^b  Inf, 
and  alrstrlkes  were  unable  to  suppress  the  enemy  fire.  However,  after 
the  Insertion  of  only  sixty  men  in  an  alternate  LZ,  one  helicopter  was 
shot  down.  Another  try  was  made,  however,  resulting  in  two  damaged 
aircraft.  Throu^out  the  remainder  of  the  day  the  l-14th  Inf  faired 
somewhat  better  and  was  able  to  Insert  75^  of  Its  troops,  which  conplotad 
the  brigade  activities  of  6  Hay,  The  1st  Brigade  completed  the  balance 
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of  Its  BovGs  on  7  Hay  with  twelve  aircraft.  Tho  2d  Brigade  used  the 
other  L8  lift  ships  to  novo  Its  throe  battalions  (l-I2,  1-22,  and  2-35) 

Into  their  fire  bases.  They  txperloncod  no  significant  eneay  contacts 
during  the  rosalndor  of  the  lift. 

Ground  and  clr  operations  conducted  against  the  eneay  In  CA/t30JlA 
wore  generally  light  to  nodornte  actions.  The  contacts  resulted  In  sobs 
212  cneny  KIA.  (Sco  Inclosure  6),

This  project  consisted 
of  oonsolldotlng  the  ten  KONTAGNkRD  hanlots  located  on  the  western  end 
of  the  TnOH  into  a  village  conplox.  ^ork  on  the  project  began  on  27 
l^y  1977  with  construction  of  perimeter  barriers  an)  bunkers.  'Iho 
perimeter  w-js  built  around  four  hanlets  located  on  the  south  side  of 
Highway  19.  Six  hanlets  locitod  on  the  north  of  Highway  19  were  relocated 
into  the  new  perlaeter.  The  construction  of  perimeter  barriers  and  re¬ 
location  were  completed  on  1?  duno  1970,  and  a  resident  civic  action 

team  was  placed  in  the  consolidated  village.  T“-ils  tean  gave  some  stability 
and  assistoi  in  establishing  a  security  system  to  defend  tha  village. 

The  resident  feon,  working  in  coordination  with  KAGV  and  GVN  officials, 
established  a  security  plan  based  on  one  rB*  platoon  and  a  22  man  SON 
THOM  cadre  element.  A  IF  platoon  was  recxnilted  from  the  MONTAvC^IrtfljiS  in 
the  village  and  is  presently  in  training.  The  resident  team  was  removed 
from  the  village  on  26  July  1970  because  its  mission  had  been  accomplished. 
An  effective  workable  security  system  has  been  established  in  the  village 
and  cooperation  with  local  CVN  authorities  and  the  people  has  made  this 
project  one  of  the  most  successful  In  the  present  T.1OH,

20%  to  5^''^  oF  the  total  cases  of  reported  calarla. 

Fever  of  unknown  orlirln  Is  also  a  continuing  problea  which  contributes 
to  a  majority  of  outpatient  visits.  Fort’inately,  aost  of  these  aro  of 
abort  duration  and  require  llttlo  or  no  hospitalisation,  Cen^itally, 
tho  amount  of  favo's  rlno  with  tho  ir.cldonco  of  malaria  and  fall  In 
parallol.  Ibis  has  not  happened  those  past  Months,  with  tho  fovor 
rate  rising  despite  tho  fail  in  nalarla.  It  Is  felt  that  scat  of  thof® 
cases  &ro  duo  to  arborvirus  Infections  and  ara  boLng  colloctad  to  confim 
this  fact, 

CHhor  dlsGssos  such  as  respiratory  and  diarrheal  diseases  continue 
In  low  IncldcncG  and  have  not  i>oon  a  significant  problem.  Skin  diseases, 
while  not  a  major  cause  of  incapacity,  continue  to  bo  a  troublocoae 
problem  and  tho  outpatient  rate  has  continued  to  rlso  during  those 
Bunmor  nontha.  It  has  not,  howovor,  caused  any  Incroased  rats  of 
hospitalization. 

g,  chglneer 

iSnglnoGr  activities  during  this  period  woro  characterized  by  a 
greater  ccmnltcent  to  ccnibat  support  activities.  Ibo  aajor  activity  of 
this  period  occurred  whan  the  ontlra  battalion  wns  conaitted  In  Kay  to 
support  tha  CAICODIAN  operation. 

Engineer  activities  In  CaKBCDiA  began  with  one  ccmpaxvy  In  dlrecl 
support  of  each  brigade,  while  one  company  was  placed  In  general  support 
of  the  division  with  tho  mission  of  naintainlng  Route  lh3  and  constructing 
tho  division  lo{l£rtlcs  base,  Ihe  bridge  company  zaovod  to  PLSECU  where  it 
remained  at  Engineer  HlH  and  supported  tho  division  with  heavy  oqulpaont, 
tactical  bridging,  and  nlncsweoplng,  while  maintaining  tho  capability  to 
provide  float  bridging.  On  termination  of  this  operation,  the  battalion 
was  again  committed  to  tho  direct  support  of  the  infantry  brigades  and 
construction  of  a  two  brigade  FSB  and  FSA  at  L2  ABKAGSuBOM.  In  addition, 
the  engineers  opened  and  upgraded  the  lai'sd  LOG  to  LZ  aRKACSJDBOS,  conplctod 
tho  lalnlmum  essential  operating  facilities  at  Camp  Radcllff,  and  furthered 
Improvements  on  various  defensive  positions. 

Company  B  provided  direct  support  to  the  1st  Brigade,  Tho  normal 
level  of  support  was  one  platoon  plus  reinforcing  eleaents  of  up  to  or® 
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additional  pl^itoon  whenever  the  hrlfj-ido  relocated  its  ccassand  pest, 

Principal  tasks  assigned  were  lonlinj  sono  »nd  fire  base  cutting  and 
clearing  and  cache  destruction,  Norsally  one  Case  **50  ninldoser 
operated  In  support  of  Conpa.%'  B  anl  the  1st  Brigade, 

In  addition  to  direct  support  of  coahat  operations,  Company  B  conpleted 
construction  of  ton  large  llving/flghting  bunkers  at  «CTI0*'S,  a  sonl- 

pemanent  fire  support  base  on  Highway  19,  and  began  a  siraiXar  project 
at  L2  SChUSLLelK.  Other  construction  tasks  Included  constrjction  of 
defensive  bunkers  for  a  signal  facility  atop  HCM  COeO  Mountain,  construction 
of  several  softball  Jianonds/volloyball  court  conplexas  throughout  tho 
baso  ennp,  and  coapletlon  of  offices  and  banking  facilities  for  the 
Aiserlcnn  Express  at  the  Canp  fiadcllff  Exchange, 

Company  G  provided  direct  support  to  the  2d  Brigade,  as  with  Coapany 
B,  the  level  of  support  nornally  provided  the  brirado  was  one  platoon 
with  reinforcing  elencnts  up  to  an  additional  platoon  for  laoves  of  tho 
brigade  tactical  connand  post.  The  principal  tasks  acconpllshod  by 
Conpanv  C  in  direct  sup;ort  wore  landing  zone  and  fire  base  construction, 
clearl  ;  ,  fields  of  fire  and  tho  destruction  of  enemy  caches.  In  addition 
to  the  C-iso  450,  a  B-5  almoblle  docer  was  used  to  clear  battalion  fire 
support  bases. 

In  addition  to  direct  su-pj-ort  of  coabot  operations,  Coapany  C  completed 
several  construction  projects  at  Camp  fedcliff,  Ihcse  projects  included 
the  completion  of  the  2d  Brigade  tactical  operations  center,  two  revet¬ 
ments  for  medical  ovacuatlon  helicopters,  an  observation  towor,  plus  a 
guard  tower  at  the  17th  Field  Hospital,  upgrading  and  improving  the 
defensive  works  at  the  4th  Division  Heliport,  renovation  of  two  bridges, 
and  a  twelve  point  helicopter  ream  point  with  centralized  arosunltion 
storage  area. 

Company  D  roaalnod  in  general  support  of  the  division  throughout  the 
reporting  period.  Upon  Its  rotum  from  the  CAMBODIAN  operations,  the 
entire  company  minus  one  platoon  ®oved  to  I>Z  AxSilMGEDDCN  to  upgrade  Houte  - 
508  extending  from  LZ  SHELIA  to  LZ  aHJUCSDDON  into  a  limited  use,  all 
weather  tactical  road.  The  dump  truck  platoon  and'  several  items  of 
engineer  equipment  from  Company  S  woro  placed  in  support  of  Company  D 
for  this  mission,  TJds  major  road  building  effort  e/pendod  the  capability 
of  the  division  to  conduct  major  operations  in  the  northern  portion  of 
the  division  area  of  operation,  reduced  the  helicopter  blade  tine,  and 
enabled  the  government  of  SOUTH  VIETNAM  to  open  new  areas  for  resettlenont. 

Company  D  also  provided  direct  support  for  the  combat  operations  of 
the  2-8th  Hoch  which  normally  operated  under  division  control.  An  engineer 
sqund  was  normally  provided  and  was  reinforced  with  a  combat  engineer 
vehicle,  a  D-7  dozer,  and  an  AVLB  from  Coapany  E,  The  major  mission 
assigned  this  element  was  ta  enhance  the  aoblllty  of  the  mechanized 
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Infantry  by  c instruct  1'.-  cunb  t  trails,  brilr,o3,  unu  foris.  In  allltlon, 
the  squal  constructor  lefcnsivo  works  anl  cltinrol  fiolls  of  firs  at  the 
2-8th  Itech  night  lofcnsivo  7^c3ltlon^., 

Onu  platoon  rf  Cor.oany  D  ron.-ilncJ  at  Canp  Halcliff  taskcl  with  several 
c-nstruction  -'rojocts,  During  this  porloJ  the  -latoon  constructed  a 
financ  vault  for  the  As-rican  ixpross  Banking  facility  at  the  Carup 
BaJcllff  oxchan.-vo ,  constructed  a  security  fonca  around  and  nado  other 
jcftnsiv?  Inj rovenen’ -  to  the  llvlsion  tactical  operations  canter,  built 
sev  ral  foot  bridges  in  th.o  division  headquarters  arua,  and  coeplotod 
the  total  r.'novatl  :n  of  the. division  war  rooa. 

Conrany  b  c.-'ntinued  to  provide  the  division  wlt.a  engineer  Q<qulpr,ant, 
tactical  bri  igir.g,  and  t ranspxortatlon  support.  The  unique  capabilities 
of  this  con; any  allowed  it  slnultaneously  to  provide  equipment  in  support 
of  spoclflc  lln.e  conpeny  projects,  including  substantial  hauling  and 
equiprav^nt  support  to  Cinpany  D  for  tho  upgrade  of  Highway  pCS,  while 
undertaking  several  e?rthnoving  and  dust  control  projects  assigned  to 
thoconpany  Itself. 

Conpany  id  was  also  toskud  with  r.lnoswcep  nlssi'ns  throughout  the 
division  area  of  oporoti  'ns.  These  nisoions  were  accoapllshed  utilizing 
a  combat  engin-.or  vehicle  and  an  Ki;-SA3  tank,  each  with  the  expendable 
mine  roller  attached. 

Conpanj'  E  placed  two  dry  span  ‘•i4T6  bridges  during  the  opening 
of  Highway  5*'^* 

Other  specific  projects  corapletod  by  Conpaay  E  during  this  period 
included  excavation  of  a  new  sanitary  fill  for  Ca-np  fadcllff,  clearing 
over  two  nil! ion  square  meters  of  vegetation  for  fields  of  fire  on  the 
Camp  Radcllff  perimeter,  clearing  and  preparing  an  area  for  HP/r? 
housing,  and  placing  peneprlae  on  the  helicopter  field  at  Caap  Radcllff 
and  tho  helipads  at  LZ  .iRiUCEDCON  and  LZ  UTLIFT.

(b)  The  largest  operation  undartaken  luring  this  period  was  when 
the  division  deployed  a  tactical  command  poet  forvurd  in  support  of  its 
elomonts  .in  CaMBOOI/, ,  On  10  May  1970,  a  nulti-channel  communication 
system  wos  installed  between  Camp  kadcliff  and  the  division  tactical 
command  post  located  at  PLEIKU,  Thro-u  multi-channel  cosmunicatlon 
systems  were  Installed  from  tho  division  tactlc.ol  com.mand  post  to 
elements  forward.  One  system  went  to  each  brigade  located  at  NFrf  Pliil 
DJLilu-tJG  and  tho  third  was  installed  to  support  the  2-3th  Mech  Infantry 
Battalion  at  JACKSON’  HOLE.

Hence,  at  tho  staid;  of  the  CAlIBODInN  operation,  the  12^th  Signal  Bat¬ 
talion  Was  ill  equipped,  organised,  or  trained  to  handle  division 
communications  to  two  tactical  division  headquarters  simultanoously.
